Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: the addition of a time component distinguishing from the pressing 
time used by Billwiller, agreement was not reached because it was not agreed upon if the combination of Billwiller with 
the secondary references, when taken as a whole, would make such a reduced pressing time obvious. If the 
secondary references teaching methods of making ceramic materials were analogous art was also discussed, but 
agreement was not reached on if the MgO materials of the current invention are ceramic materials with in the scope of 
those references.
